The gun fires a dart con¬ 
taining a general anaesthetic, 
which arts on the human 
target like a hyiiodermic nee¬ 
dle and puts him to steep. 


Similar weatuns base been 
used to captuie animats. 

So far. the police depart¬ 
ment's ballistics buieau has 
used, the gun only against in¬ 
animate objects. The tests 
are intended to determine if 
the gun might be valuable 
against: 

Dangerous animal.s, such as 
mad dogs. 

Berserk criminals, (or ex¬ 
ample. a madman armed 
with a hatchet. 

Barricaded criminals. 


whose assault h> regular 
weapons might endanger by¬ 
standers because of rit'ochei- 
ing bullets. 

Criminals using an innocent 
perscn as a shield. Even if 
the hypodermic dart hit the 
innocent persiai by mistake, 
its efiectx would be only 
temporai-y. 

The darts have a miuti- 
muin aicurate range of -15 
yards, and ran be filed horn 
an air gun. a shotgun or cer¬ 
tain types of pistols.

At Last ^ 

PRIMi: MINISTER PEARSON’S deeWon fo ihrRe 

k _pci-haps indefinitely — a number of matleni on 

which immediate action was promised In the May 16 
Throne Speech will be greeted with mixed feellngi of 
•urprise. chagrin and relief throughout the country. 

' Of these, perhaps the prime emotion Mr. Pearson's 
change of mind has evoked in moat Canadiaas is sur¬ 
prise. Sktrprise. not only berauae the five Items In ques¬ 
tion have been drop^ from the present session's 
program of business, but becau.se they al» formed 
I he major planks slated for Instant legislation in tha 
Liberal Party’s election platform. 

There will also be some surpii.se at the fact that 
In each of the five matters — the contributory pen¬ 
sion scheme, tha Columbia River treaty, the formation 
of another regional agriculture department, the estab¬ 
lishment of a Canadian Development Corporation, and 
a revision of the bankrupt Unemployment Insurance 
Fund — Mr. Pearson and his senior cabinet n^nkters 
have repeatedly assured the public that matters per¬ 
taining to them'were well in hand and that a concrete 
move in their direction would be taken before tlia end 
of the year. 

Indeed, on at least two of them — the Columbia 
River Treaty and the pension scheme — Canadiana 
had the words of External Affairs Minister Paul Mar¬ 
tin and Health Mintater Judy La Marsh respectively 
that all preliminaries were completed and all that was 
now nee^ was their ifirwl p r esentation and clearance 
by the House. 

However, the feelings of surprise on the part of 
the voters over this about-face will undoubtedly soon 
give wsy to the temper of chagrin as the realization 
strikes them that these sample pledges by the govern¬ 
ment were obviously based not on their practicability 
but simply on their vote-catching appeal. 

On the other hand perhaps the dominant emotion 
registered by a large and responsible section of the 
Canadian community as a result of Mr. Pearson’s 
change of face might well be relief. Relief that at lea.st 
the prime minister has had enough sense to call a halt 
to his administration’s mad niah toward moral and 
financial bankruptcy'- Relief that at least second 
thoughts will now be seriously given to the practical 
aaped of some of the Liberal Party's schemes and 
programs Relief that the country may yet be spared 
the embairasiing consequences of another Gordon 
debacle. 

Relief, Indeed, that a little common sense seems 
to be seeping through to the government aide of the 
houee at last 

More Trees 

T he citizens must be far between who will not 
go along wholeheartedly with Alderman Millard 
Mooney in his hope to see every blacktopped parking 
lot In Victoria ornamented with trees and Miruba — 
and every gravelled one too, for that matter. 

The dty’s own downtown tree-planting program 
has illustrated to excellent effect the new grace and 
softneaa that can be introduced to the utilitarian scene 
in this way. For contrast too there are the good and 
had examples of the attractively-acreened parking area 
in Beacon Hill Park near the deer-pen and the un- 
adomad expanse of the govemmsat parking kR at 
Dougludnd Belleville, which, fortunately, if expected 
to become in a few years the landscaped site of a new 
provincial muaeum. 

AMerman Mooney says that treea arc needed to 
lend a better appearance to perking lots most urgently 
in areas that remain largely residential, and fink 
“soma excuse” for bareness of the Mayfair shopping 
centra lot in the (act that H is in a commercial area. 
So, however, are most of the other parking lots in 
town, and it it difficult to see a valid distinction if the 
purpose, as It should be, js to bring natural beauty 
back to alleviate starkness wherever It exists in Vi^ 
toria. 

The city parks department is to be commended 
for Its Interest in prooMting this development, and for 
Its expressed willingness to help by giving all the 
advice It can to property-holders who wish to co¬ 
operate. 

One can hardly support Alderman Mooney's sug- 
geotion Ihai the plsnling of trees on parking lota 
should be made compulsory by bylaw. The city once 
had a bylaw solemnly dcKilbed as to prevent the 
growth of weeds, and weeds still grow. By the same 
tokan a law can scarcely demand green thumbedneas. 

But It is much to be desired that the examples so 
far set will be widely emulated, u a matter of dvic 
prida and good will.

Built at home new submarines woUld (XMt a lot 
more, but this w(xiid be greatly offset by the work 
provided, the development of greater technical skills, 
the acquisition probably of newer-type vessels, and 
the satisfaction that comes from being able to supply 
from within underwater craft of this natuie. 

A submarine program w-ould not make up for the 
loss of the cancelled frigate program, but it would 
encourage the nation’s shipbuilding industry and 
demoastrate the capacity of this country to produce 
some of its own weapons. 

In the long run it is a poor policy to leave Canada 
dependent on outside soutm for defence requirements 
which it can provide by the ingenuity and crafta of 
its own people.

TTw Aiaoeiation's rules committea met In Toronto last 
weekend to make recommtndatianB as to what should be done 
In Canada now that the Royal and Ancient and the U.S. C<dt 
Aisociatloti have disagreed cn rules affecting the flagstick, 
the wplayable and the provisional ball. 

The Rules Committee recommendation will be placed be¬ 
fore the govcRiorB of the ROGA just prior to the annual mec^ 
tag. 

Hie R. and A. and the U.S. Golf Asiociafion rulet come 
Into effect January 1, but in CSnada tlie old rulm will remain 
ta force until the RCGA decision is announced. 

This is of interest only to British Columbia, for this It 
the only province in Canada In which golf is normally played 
during the early months of the yegrr~' 

WAS 

The Natknal Executive of tlie Canadian Ladlei Golf Union 
at Its fall meeting haa unanimously voted in favor of adopting 
tha Royal Canadian Golf Assoclation'i system of handicapping. 

The change over will be effective Jan. 1, the date on 
which the RCGA's amended handicap and rating lystem comes 
Into effect. 

The move towardi a uniformity of handicapping betwaen 
men and women will probably In the long run be a great ad¬ 
vantage. 

The ROGA system, in principle is not unlike that used fai 
tha United States. It is not without its critiot, but it is genei^ 
ally accepted as being as (air a metliod as can be devised to 
produce handicaps that wUl stand up on any course which Is 
properly measured.

Ca/l of Wild Ended 


By .'!. A. i HF>.M T. KKHS 

It saddfn* me At times to think 
my diildrcn-will never know the Jo\* 
of blackben-ying: alonK the dusty 
h<^d^;e^ow5 of a country road on a 
hot aiteiYioon of late .summer. 'Die 
incomparable flavor of the sun- 
ripened fruit more than made up for 
the scratches on tanned arms and 
legs, and above aH there'was the 
unholy satisfaction of getting aome- 
tiling for nothing. 

Wild blackbei'ries are not much 
more than a memory. Paving and 
blacktop have made the mo.st re¬ 
mote country lane too accessible: 
aomeone else has always been there 
ahead of you, leovlng only the unripe 
green bernes. Besides, chemical vege¬ 
tation killers have taken out most of 
the road.side hedgerows. 

• * * 

If We can't pick otir hlackberriei 
(n the wild, we can at least grow' put 
own. and in pasaing. I ijaght remark 
that the common belief'wild fruit haa 
a better flavor than the cultivated 
was never anything more than a 
cherished fable. The cultivated kinds 
have always been better: it was the 
dust, the sun, the freedom and 


youthful appelile that savoied those 
memorable hen\mg expeditions. 

Blackberries aie not for the 
pocket-handkerchief Eaiden. fw they 
take up quite a lot of .space tlie 
roots are planud eight to 12 feet 
apart, depending on the vigor of tlie 
\ariety. In a nioiny plot. tlKiugh. am) 
especially in a cold and w-indswep|t 
garden, a blackberry windbreak can 
be a decided asset even without the 
seven to nifiB pounds of fruit that 
can be gathered from each mature 
bush. 

• * • 

I read somewhere the commmial 
daffodil growers of Norfolk, plagued 
by violent gales In the early spring, 
hit upon the blackberry a.s the ideal 
■shellerbelt for their bulb fleld-s. To 
their surprise, they found the bushes, 
when pruned and manured regularly, 
earned them more money than their 
butba! 

Blackberries are easy to grow and 
will thrive in almoei any kind of soil 
provided It ia not badly waterlogged. 
TYiey need good drainage hut an 
unfaiUng supply of motsture at fruit¬ 
ing time to swell the berries. lake 
raspberries, they are hungry feecieii 


and appiiH-iaie a ,gi*nerous mulch of 
manure over their siiallow root.*. 
Thej blossom late, thereby es^apuig 
late frosts and give shelter and fruit 
In their second season even In shade 
under otree.-.. Pests and diseases are 
almost unknown, but some sort of 
fence or suppoo will he rieeiit'd for 
the hcavL', vigorous lanes. 

• • • 

The best windbreak vanely Is 
Himalayan Giant, which hears fniit 
thiee limes the size of a wild blai'k- 
ben V and pushes up canes to a height 
ol 12 feet or 'more, fruiting In laie 
August or September. The English 
variety. Bedford Giant, Is about a 
month earlier, a very heavy bearer 
and especially good for jam. The 
-Marion blackberry Is about l^e best 
sToi- eating raw right off the '^nes. 

The Parsley leafed bUckberry is 
highly ornamental, as' pretty as ary 
shrub in your garden, and bearing 
superbly flavored fruit, but it ia not 
such a heavy cropper and takes a 
little longer to settle down in a 
strange garden. Merton 'niornlesa 
rame to me highly recommended but, 
after three years of nursing It along 
without getting any fruit, I dug it up 
and burnt it.

One spade would have been inferior; | 
a weak four-card major la not a good choice for an 
opening bid, although it may someiimes be acceptaMe, 
as a response or a rebid. 

The subsequent bidding was natural. North had 
enough to invite game after South's no trump response, 
and South had enough in reserve to accept die invita¬ 
tion. 

Declarer took the heart lead in dummy, cashed two 
high clubs and led a spade to his king. West won 
with the ace and gave some thought to his defence. 
South clearly held a 'good dub suit and apprarrri to 
have the heart queen because East had idayed the 
loiweBt paaaible heart to the first trick. West concluded 
that the only hope lay in tha diamond suit, and shifted 
brilliantly to the diamond nine. Declarer could not 
avoid the loss of four diamond trldcs, and the contract 
was set. 

A dever declarer ivould have given West a much 
tougher problem. He would have dropped the heart 
six on the first trick, giving West the impression that 
Ms partner was^lgnalling with queen-tour-three. And 
he would have ISd to hfs apede king at trick two. ance 
dedarer had an unassailable entry in bevta. there was 
no hurry to unblock dubs.
